‘ing, that they are mot rewarded equal [he means 
¢ equally] to their Merit, they ftrut, look big, vow re 
« yenge, and immediately turn Pamphleteers and Jour- 
¢ nalifts againft the Government. Nonjuring Jacobite 
© Priefts, fhabby, wandring, vicious, igno;ant Parfons 
© without a Cure, Night-Houf: Wits, and bepgarly Poe- 
€ tafters, are our great eridbling Statefmen, aud railing 
© Advocates for publick Natonsl Fauh, aud public lo- 
¢ man virtue. Thus far our Author. 

Mr. Prefident, Tho’ this Society paffed a Refolutio a, 
Jan.21- not to pubiifh any Political Ditlertations in thes 
‘Fournal, yet fince feverai of our Members do it weekly 
in other Papers, thofe Diflertations come properly under 
our cognizance, and we ought to commend or cenfure 
thofe, whofe Jabours in that kind deferve either our ap- 
probation or animvadverfion. And I think we fhoud 
take particular care, as far as we are able, to promote 
civi'ity and politenefs among thofe of different Parties ; 
and oblige them to treat one another like Gentlemn, 
with decency and good manners, but above all, we 
fhould hinder, as much as pollible, all fcandalous Reilections 
upon the Perions or Profeifions of each other. On this ac- 
count I thought proper to read to you the foregoing para- 
graph, in which the Author abudes feverai learned Perfons 
among you, with the moft opprobrious names, calling 
them wifionary, whtmfical, difappointed, envious, poor, idle 
Fellows, Hal! jcholars, (carce Half-wits, State Mountedanks, 
Political Quacts, Reforming Vermin; faucy pert Fellows ; 
nonjuring Facobite Priefis ; {habby, wandring, viciors, ig- 
norant Parfons without @ Cure; Nignt-Hei/:-wits and 
begcarly Poctafiers. This ftrain of [Rhetoric he certainly 
learned in our Society, and which may properly be ufed 
towards fome perfons, and on fome occefions: but it 
is bafe and ungratefulin him, to turn this artillery againft 
us. The upbraiding fome of us with our poverty and 
inability to buy a@ dinner, is a p.ain proof, that notwith- 
ftanding his averfion to Divinity, he has not prejrved his 
Humanity. The want of virtue (a want in his opinion 
much lefs to be dreaded than the want of a dinner) 
which he objects to us in the next place, is avile, gone- 
ta afperfion, built on no other foundstiou than a politi- 
cal Maxim, always afferted by the fuperior, and as con- 
ftantly denied by the inferior, Party. The max:m 3s 
this, That whoever write agaij? che prefeat admini- 
ftration of the Government, have not one virtue t0 cover 
"em from infamy. Which is equally true with that Maxim 
generally received by Dedicators, That all thofe who are 
at any time in the Adminittration, while they continue 
therein, have al! the virtues which can adorn the brightetft 
ebaracter. Some of you,Gentlemen, it feems, have ogered 












the fervice of your pen to aGreat man for bread; but fan. 
cying your feives not retarded according to your merit, you 
firnt, look big, (at which I much wonder, iince you bave 
now neither mozey in your pockets, nor dinner in your 
belly) vow revenze, and immediately turn Pamphleteers 
and Fournalifis agatn/? th’ Government. In this accufa- 
tion I fee nothing that bears hard upon you, but the 
imputation of pride and vanity, which made you over- 
value your fervices, and defert your Patrons. And in- 
deed if the cafe be as this Gen:leman has reprefented it, 
I think you are inexcufible. For not only Poverty and 
Pride are very inconiiftent 3 but ycu have likewiie aéted 
very inconiittently with your own offers, and your own 
interefts.

ex Cathedra, and with all the affurance of Old Infalli« 
ble: in imitation of whom, he has lately exercis*d two 
iluftrious Aéts of fupreme Authority.

Numb. 563. where he eftablifhed a new Canon of Scrip 
ture, removing the Books of the Old and New Tefta- 
ment, amd fubitituting in their ftcad the Book of Nature.

Numb 564. being the loft but 
one, where he has taken upon him intirely to alter the 
old Martyrology, ftriking out at once ail the Martyrs of 
Ant'quity, and placing in their room a new fet of Saints, 
even the Rebels of Forty one, His words are thefe : 
* They fought for us, and they perifhed for us: Thefe

* Speewlations; but to their Country, to Virtue, to the 
* Laws and Liberties of England; and we, their happy 
* dons, reap the benetit of thofe virtues here, which en- 
* ctled them to fo great a thare of happinefs hereafter. 
Thefe Patriots were firft canonized by Pope Bax- 
TER, Who placed them in The Saints everlafling Reft ; 
which did not prove fo to them : for in the next editi 
on after the Reftoration, he left them all out, but how 
he difpofed of them was never known: this Gentleman 
can tell beft where he found them. 

Mr. Mavius then ftood up and faid, Mr. Prefident, 
[ fhould not have troubled the Socicty with a word on 
this occafion, had only my own cafe, and that of my 
Poetical Brethren been concerned, who I fuppofe are 
here intended, by the terms of Night houje-wits and beg 
garly Poetaflers.

Some days before P. Thamas’s 
triamphal entry into [fpahan, he detached the Col. Ge- 
neral with 40,00@ men, to hinder Sultan Effeff, who 
was fled towards Schiras, from entring into the Province 
of Candahar, his native Country. In Egypt, the troops 
of Zulfukar Bey having rallied after the battle they loft 
in July, againft Kercheck Bey and Soliman Bey, Chiefs of 
the Rebels, gave them battle again, not far from Grand 
Cairo, and gained a conliderable victory, Soliman 
Bey having been killed, and Kercheck Bey efcaped by 
flight ; but with the afliftance of the Armenians, he 
foon fet on foot another army ; which is at prefent near 
Cairo, where they commit great diforders.

The other book is 
aquarto of 294 pages, entiticd, Tarih Sayah, that is, The 
account of aTraveller, It is a tranflation of the Hiftory 
of the late Revolution in Perfi2, written in Lat. [brahim 
Mutafarrica, who tranflited it, does not nime his Au- 
thor : but as this hiftory is very likethat which Father 
Circeau publifhed of that Revolution, it is believed the 
Tranflator made ufe of the fame Original. This Book 
contains the hiltory of the Sophis of Perfiato Schah Hu/- 
fein, who was dethroned by Mirt-Mahmoud, or Mirri.
